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MONTANA EMPLOYMENT ECONOMY 
DURING 1953 


The employment economy of Montana during fiscal 1953 
was in a state of transition—it was graduating from the period of 
heavy construction which had brought thousands of additional 
workers into employment within the state, and it was entering the 
period where fruits of that construction were beginning to be 
translated into the continuing economy of the state. 


Prominent manifestations of the transition were the virtual 
completion of two major multi-purpose dams, Hungry Horse in the 
Flathead, and Canyon Ferry in the Missouri, and steps for es- 
tablishment of new industries made feasible by the new supply 
of water power and irrigation. Such developments require time, 
currently they are only in their beginning stages. 


New Industrial Employment Looms 


Among the new industrial developments which will affect 
large numbers of workers in single localities are the building 
of a plant for production of raw aluminum, another for further 
processing of that product, new sawmill and logging enterprises, 
re-activation of a wartime chromium mine and milling project, 
and the enlargement of petroleum production and refining opened 
up by the discovery of new oil reserves within the state. 


Also contributing to employment stability is the building of an 
irrigation dam in the Marias river, currently employing some 400 
to 500 construction men. 


Stability Provided by Established Units 


Important as are these big centralizations of job opportunity, 
however, it is a vital and economic truth that the real stability 
of Montana's labor market rests upon the intricate network of 
mining, logging, processing, manufacturing, transportation, service, 
finance, and trade establishments in the state and upon the wide- 
spread array of agricultural enterprises and farms. These sources 
of employment prevail in every city and town and locality in 
the state and they constitute the hard core of employment and its 
consequent economic prosperity. 


Approximately ninety percent of employment in Montana is 
relatively stable and continuous in nature. Turnover arising from 
withdrawal or dismissal of a worker from a given station creates 
a percentage of change within the labor force, and the season- 
ality of some operations produces a fluctuation of ten to fifteen 
percent in the volume of filled jobs. The employment picture 
is seldom, if ever, static. New jobs are being created, existing 
jobs are expiring or being discontinued, in the ever-changing 
panorama of labor market transactions. 
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Employment the Heart of Civilization 


Relatively full employment is a healthy and vital factor in a 
free economic system. Employment is the heart of modern civili- 
zation. It pumps purchasing power through the arteries of industry 
and commerce and agriculture, providing the circulation which 
is analogous to the circulating bloodstream in human or animal 
body. The purchasing power makes goods and services of in- 
dustrialized society available to the members of that society. 


Employment of the working population of Montana, continuity 
of such employment, and gaps or periods of involuntary idleness, 
are the direct concern of this Commission, under the law. The 
composite program of its two divisions deals with the field of em- 
ployment in two principal ways—job-finding for those seeking em- 
ployment or re-employment, and job insurance for qualified 
workers pending their return to old or new jobs. 


Employment Service a Prime Factor 


Methods of securing jobs are fixed by economic laws and 
customs. These methods are not peculiar to Montana, or to any 
other state or region. Primarily they consist of bringing together 
the worker seeking employment and the employer whose re- 
quirements are met by the worker. The hiring deal is completed 
by the individuals or groups affected; hiring is the province of 
the employer, acceptance rests with the worker. The Commission's 
employment service division exists for the purpose of facilitating 
the meeting of the two. 


Job Insurance Susiains Purchasing Power 


Job insurance is a man-made device for sustaining a measure 
of purchasing power and subsistence for the worker during a 
period of unemployment which results from other than his own 
choice. It is provided under laws formulated by Montana legis- 
lative authorities on a general nation-wide program which assures 
some degree of uniformity in the devices used for similar purpose 
in all the states. The Commission's employment insurance division 
is the administering agent for employment insurance, which is also 
termed unemployment compensation. 


Both divisions are under direct supervision of the Commission. 
Operating procedures which serve both divisions, or are not 
identifiable as confined to either one, are administered on direct 
line authority of the executive director. This includes such func- 
tions as reports and analysis, machine operations, training of 
personnel, public information and relations, and legal counsel. 
The appeal functions are also answerable directly to the chairman 
and executive director. 


Ebb and Flow of Employment Depicted 


This seventeenth in the series of annual reports of the Com- 
mission to the Governor records statistically the reportable trans- 
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actions performed by the two divisions in administering responsi- 
bilities rested upon them by the state law and in consonance with 
federal overall supervision. For convenience of the reader, some 
of the key statistical records have been translated into graphic 
charts, reference to which provides a tangible view of general 
trends, seasonal variations, and other patterns characterizing em- 
ployment and unemployment within the state. 

These statistical records, and the charts depicting their de- 
velopment over a period of years, have been telescoped for pur- 
pose of presenting both the employment picture and the use of 
unemployment insurance. They are designed to provide a digest 
of the services rendered to those affected, and to serve as a 
background for a broadened understanding of the state's labor 
market. The flow and ebb of employment thus becomes tangible 
and visible. 


Dual Nature of the Program 

Matching qualifications of worker-applicants for a job with 
requirements of employers seeking new employees constitutes the 
primary objective of the Commission's relationship with the labor 
market. Secondary to that function is the one providing unem- 
ployment insurance benefits to the qualified worker pending his 
return to employment or expiration of the limit of time during 
which such benefits are payable. 


General Trends Continue Through 1953 


During fiscal 1953 there were few fundamental changes in 
the concept of employment services available to workers and to 
employers. The volume of these services rendered is adequately 
pictured in other sections of this report. Examination of that record 
reveals general continuance of the trends inherited from previous 
years, and incidental variations in the pattern resulting from 
modifications of labor demand and of supply. 

Relatively full employment was maintained through the maxi- 
mum working period, and recurrence of seasonal interruptions 
was a restricting factor during the winter period when employ- 
ment annually diminishes in this area. 


Three Major Insurance Developments 


In the field of unemployment insurance there were three major 
developments during the year. 


Payment of Benefits De-centralized 
First, in point of time, was de-centralization of benefit pay- 
ments. This provides check payment of unquestioned unemploy- 
ment compensation claims to claimants at the time of presenting 
the claim at the local employment service office. The plan was 
instituted late in 1952. 


Financing of Benefits Studied 
Second development was the issuance of a comprehensive 
report on a study of benefit financing in Montana, with related 
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digest of Montana industrial trends, prospects, and volume. This 
study furnished basis for conclusions as to actuarial soundness 
of the existing benefit program and fiscal supports. It indicated 
that the fiscal provisions could be altered to reduce the amount 
of tax collected upon employer payrolls and at the same time 
increase tne range of benefits provided for unemployment, with- 
out imperiling the mainténance of an adequate reserve fund. 


Legislative Amendments 


The third major development in the field of unemployment 
insurance followed logically upon the second. By legislative 
action the scale of contributions required of subject employers 
was reduced by an aggregate one-third, and modest increase was 
given qualified claimants in number of potential benefits and 
in maximum amount of such benefit payment. These amend- 
ments were made effective early in 1953, so affect the statistics 
for at least part of the fiscal year covered in this report. 


Other amendments by the legislature to existing laws had 
restrictive effects upon benefits through more stringent disqualli- 
fication provisions and elimination of some employer coverage.
